SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Fuck Festival 4 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine presents four photo essays showing explicit, predominantly male to 
female, sexual activity. Text in four languages accompanies the photographs. 

One photo essay promotes and supports the use of violence to compel a woman to 
participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. The photo essay is based around a rape 
fantasy scenario in which two men and a woman engage in the “game” of rape. In a 
number of the pictures the woman is physically restrained and appears distressed. 
According to the text the woman enjoys the experience of rape. 

This magazine has been found to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision 
which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set 
out in si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
